Missing Men 
Found Unhurt 
In Mountains 


Searching Party 
Locates Pair Lost 
Overnight in Canyon 
Two members of Torney Hos­ 
pital enlisted personnel spent 
l Sunday night on a narrow ledge 
i in Tahquitz canyon, 4.500 feet up 
and 12 miles from the post, but 
were found and led out of the 
mountains Monday by a search­ 
ing party none the worse for their 
experience. 
Ed Parke, technician, fifth 
grade, and Fred Coleman, private 
first class, both mountain en­ 
thusiasts, started out Sunday 
morning over a cut-off at the golt 
course and for ten hours tram p­ 
ed the ridges. 
High in the 
mountains 
and 
thirsty, they 
changed their course and finally 
found water. 
IN REMOTE SPOT 
They eventually reached a re­ 
mote portion of Tahquitz canyon 
when night overtook them. Un­ 
willing to risk travel in the dark, 
they spent a chilly night on the 
ledge and at dawn started to find 
their way out. 
Monday's reveille at the hos­ 
pital revealed that they were 
missing. 
Their intention of climbing the 
mountain had been made known 
and a search was at once organ­ 
ized.Lieut. Paul Herbert, command­ 
ing officer of the Ferrying Com­ 
mand unit, accompanied by Of­ 
ficer Jim Maynard of the Palm 
Springs police force, piloted an 
observation plane in a hazardous 
flight over and into the canyons 
in the Tahquitz area in an effort 
to locate the missing men. It was 
learned later that the missing 
men saw the plane and realized 
its mission, but were unable to 
signal it from their position in 
the canyon.

Navy Asks Permit 


To Use Old Port 


For Emergencies 
City Manager Arthur E. Bai­ 
ley reported Wednesday night to 
Palm Springs city council that 
representatives of the United 
States Navy had contacted his 
office this week with the view of 
obtaining permission to use the 
city’s old airport as an em er­ 
gency station for lighter-than- 
air ships en route from the east 
to the coast. 
Permission was obtained from 
the Indian agency and from the 
Chamber of Commerce, which 
has leased the port, Bailey re­ 
ported. 
Because of varying air cur­ 
rents in the Pass, the navy was 
of the opinion that there might 
be times when it would be inad­ 
visable to negotiate the area and 
desired a station on this side of 
the mountains for an emergency 
stopping point. 
Some work of reconditioning 
the old airport will have to be 
done, but it may be that very 
few of the lighter-than-air craft 
will stop off here, all depending 
upon weather conditions in the 
pass. 


When reports came in that the 
two missing men had last been

a remote part of the canyon fears 
were left for their safety and a 
searching party was organized 
with Officer Maynard volunteer­ 
ing his services as guide. The 
other members of the party were 
Officers Bill Lux and Ralph 
Troutt of the Palm Springs po­ 
lice force, Lieutenant Richard 
King, Corporal Claire Lindsey 
and Technician Fifth Grade Eu­ 
gene Norton of the hospital, and 
Bud Tuttle of Palm Springs. 
Under the expert guidance of 
the police officials who are fa­ 
miliar with the terrain, the par­ 
ty split into three units and cov­ 
ered the area thoroughly.^. In the 
meantime another detachment 
from the hospital was organized 
and held ready to rush aid in the 
event the men were found in­ 
jured. 
FOUND ON MONDAY 
Late Monday afternoon, 24 
hours after they had been seen 
last, the searching party found 
the missing men unharmed, but 
tired and extremely hungry. 
Food was given them and after 
a brief rest, the trip down the 
canyon and back to the city was 
started.

There's a Flaw in the Record 


If it were not for one little flaw in the record, 
Palm Springs citizens could feel gratified that, 
with realty and rentals providing one of the Vil­ 
lage’s major industries, only four cases of attempt­ 
ed profiteering in this business have been called to 
the attention of city officials by military author­ 
ities.

Their frank ‘I’ll nev­ 
er go there any more” about cities which over­ 
charged and their “When this war is over I’m com­ 
ing here to live” about the cities which treated 
them fairly, tells the whole story simply. 
Sharp practices now may mean a temporary 
profit hut will undoubtedly hurt in the future. 
They might hurt right now if military authorities 
decided to “crack down,’’ 


Eal, Drink and Be Merry, for Tomorrow 


Just around the corner looms a day which 
may be of high importance to all of us, those who 
can take or leave it alone, or those who just leave 
it alone. On November 1, distilleries in the United 
S tates will stop making hard liquor. 
They will go 
into the business of manufacturing alcohol for use 
in synthetic rubber, for munition needs and for 
other w-ar purposes. 
The drinkers of hard liquor will have to rely 
on the stock already manufactured and in storage. 
T here’s a difference of opinion about how much of 
this is available. 
Some say there is a five-year 
supply awaiting the thirsty ones. Others have had 
pencils busy on paper and come up with statistics 
show ing that there is only a two-year stock on 
hand. 
Now, most guesses on the length of the war 
put peace more than two years away. So it looks 
as if there’ll he a dry period again for the United 
States. 
And this time, drinking of distilled bev­ 
erages will really stop. 
Prohibition failed because so many people re­ 
sented the law. 
They patronized the bootleggers 
because of this resentment. 
But this time it will 
be more than prohibition. 
People will know that 
the product offered for sale by the bootleggers is 
illicitly made, heaven only knows from what in­ 
gredients. 
They will also know that any appara­ 
tus used in the making of it could have been ap­ 
plied better to the war effort. They will know the 
reason they have to depend on beer and wine for 
the glass that cheers is because of the need to lick 
H itler as quickly and as thoroughly as possible. So 
th ey won’t buy. 
The next dry era will find the bootlegger un­ 
popular. He will be going contrary to the nation’s 
needs. It looks as if prohibition, without benefit of 
am endm ent, but hacked by patriotism, will be real­ 
ly effective, when and if it comes. 
Last time, by 
unpopular law, it was impossible.

of this great conglom erated m elted m ass of m oney—and so ended 
the Em pire of the Assyrians. A nd it never rose again. 
I w as in Nineveh a few years ago. Only a few m ounds m arked 
the spot that was the glory of A shurbanipal. 
W hy? 
Because A shurbanipal, who had practically all the money in 
the world, didn't do anything w ith it! A nd he and his country w ere 
lost. 
Even his conquerors—the M edes and the Persians—m ade this 
same m istake—they came, saw, conquered, and confiscated this great 
golden molten mass of money th a t w as once th e king’s and the 
wealth of the great Em pire of A ssyria—w hat did they do w ith it? 
Nothing! 
They melted it into m oney again—and rem elted it—and in 
generations since it has been rem elted a thousand times—until, Be 
lieve it o r Not, it is a m athem atical fact th at every golden coin used 
in the w orld today contains in it some m inute particle of A shurban­ 
ipal him self, the King who had all the m oney in th e world but didn’t 
know w hat to do with it I

the people will be destroyed as A shurbanipal w as destroyed 2600 
years ago.

I am for a governm ent rigorous­ 
ly frugal and simple, applying all 
the possible savings of the pub­ 
lic revenue to the discharge of 
the

debt.”

how ever th at “the natural prog­ 
ress of things is for liberty to 
yield and governm ent to gain 
ground.” 
“The will of the people is the 
only legitim ate foundation of any 
governm ent, and to protect its 
free expression should be our

th at “tim id men prefer the 
calm of despotism to the boister­ 
ous sea of liberty.”

record the first six months of 
1942, a report from th e state de­ 
partm ent of motor vehicles re­ 
vealed this week. 
In the first six m onths of 1941, 
53 persons were killed and 559 
injured on county highw ays be­ 
cause of traffic crack-ups.

Major Evan W. Kelley, direc­ 
tor of the guayule rubber proj­ 
ect in the state, announced this 
w eek word had been received 
from 
Washington 
that 
the 
Budget Bureau had approved 
the expansion of the project, 
providing tor the planting of 
two new nurseries of 500 acres 
each. One of these will be lo­ 
cated on the Colorado desert 
near Indio, and the other near 
Oceanside. 
Together with the 
nursery at Salinas, they will 
provide 
seedlings 
for 
99.000 
acres to be planted the spring 
of 1943 and harvested the fall 
of 1944. 


This acreage w ill produce an 
estim ated 50,000 tons of pure ru b ­ 
ber. 
Sufficient seed is now on 
hand to produce 100.000 to 200,­ 
000 tons of pure rubber in 1945. 
This is badly needed to mix w ith 
synthetic rubbers. 
The project will require thou­ 
sands of acres of land. 
Good 
rent is paid for the land and 
farm ers cooperating will be great­ 
ly helping in the w ar effort.
